approximately  4,100  feet,  for  the  purpose  of  placing-  and  maintain- 
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ing  a  subway  and  cable,  with  the  necessary  manholes  and  branches, 
as  shown  on  diagram  attached  to  said  application;

Gentlemen — As  yon  are  aware  the  Boaid  of  Supervisors,  pur- 
suant to  tlie  autlioiity  vested  in  them  by  statute  have  heretofore 
fixed  the  salary  of  tlie  Clei-k  of  tlie  Surrogate's  Court  of  this 
County  at  the  sum  of  eigliteen  liundred  ($1,800)  dolhirs  ))er  year. 
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Your  authority  for  so  fixing  the  salary  is  found  in  that  part  of 
the  statute  now  designated  as  Section  2491  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure. 

Under  Section  2499  of  the  Code,  the  Clerk  of  the  Surrogate ''s 
Court  receives  certain  fees.  It  is  customary  in  many  counties 
of  the  State  to  allow  the  Clerk  of  the  Surrogate's  Court,  a  part 
or  the  whole  of  the  moneys  received  under  the  section  now  desig- 
nated as  2499. 

Section  2491  of  the  Code^  authorizes  your  Honorable  Board, 
in  its'  discretion,  to  allow  the  Clerk  of  this  Court  to  receive  and 
retain  for  liis  own  use,  the  legal  fees  received  by  him  under 
Section  2499. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  business  in  the  Surrogate's  office  dur-

September  18th,  1914. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Xassan  County,  held  a 
meeting  in  its  chambers  in  the  Court  House  on  Friday, 
September  18th,  1914,  at  10  A.  M. 

Present — Supervisors  Christ,  Cocks  and  Smith — 3. 
Supervisor  Christ  in  the  Chair. 

At  10:30  A.  M.,  the  hearing  on  creating  a  tuberculosis 
hospital  was  then  opened  by  the  Chairman. 

The  Rev.  Oscar  Maddaus,  of  Manhasset,  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  movement  and  requested  the  Supervisors 
to  submit  to  the  voters  the  question  in  the  form  of  a 
proposition  "Shall  the  County  of  Nassau  establish  a 
County  Tuberculosis  Hospital  for  tlie  sum  of  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollars?" 

Dr.  AVaraer  of  Hempstead  spoke  in  its  favor. 

Miss  C.  Josephine  Durkee,  investigator  for  the  Nas- 
sau County  Association,  read  and  filed  a  statement 
from  the  returns  of  vital  statisticians  to  the  State  De- 
partment of  Heal  til  and  conditions  found  in  Nassau 
County. 

A  report  was  filed  of  tuberculosis  cases  reported  to 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  from  January  1st  to 
September  1st,  1914.

Dr.  P.  Jacobs,  representing  the  National  Association 
for  the  Study  of  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis,  also  spoke 
in  favor  of  the  hospital. 

Mr.  John  A.  Albertson,  of  Westbury,  representing 
the  Local  Visiting  Committee  of  Nassau  County;  and 
Mr.  Elhvood  V.  Titus,  of  Glen  Cove,  representing  the 
Village  Improvement  Association,  also  advocated  the 
tuberculosis  hospital  for  the  County. 

Mr.  William  W.  Cocks,  of  Westbury,  representing 
the  Nassau  County  Association,  and  Mr.  Alex.  Fleisch- 
er of  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company,  also 
spoke  in  favor  of  it. 

Others  favoring  the  hospital  were  Mr.  Jay,  of  the 
State  Department  of  Health;  Dr.  Frank  Overton, 
the  State  Sanitary  Supervisor  of  Nassau  and  Suffolk 
Counties ;  George  Nilbach,  Secretary  of  the  State  Chari- 
ties Aid  Association,  and  Dr.  Carl  Schmuck. 

Communications  were  received  from  Mrs.  Williard 
Straight,  of  Westbury,  and  Hicks '  Nurseries,  favoring 
the  same. 

A  petition  was  also  filed  from  tlio  physicians  of 
Nassau  County  (Queens-Nassau  Medical  Society), 
favoring  the  hospital  and  recommending  that  the  ap- 
propriation of  $75,000  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of 
Nassau  County. 

Mr.  John  I^yon,  of  Rockvillo  Centre,  spoke  against 
it  on  the  ground  of  giving  too  much  power  to  the  doc- 
tors and  the  increase  in  taxes.  He  inquired  how  nuicli 
the  advocates  of  the  pro])os(Ml  project  would  be  willing 
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to  contribute  at  the  present  time.  He  doubted  if  half 
of  them  ever  paid  a  dollar  tax  in  their  lives. 

Mr.  Edwin  G.  Wright,  of  Rockville  Centre,  was  pres- 
ent, and  said  that  if  the  hospital  was  needed,  he  hoped 
a  bond  issue  would  not  be  created  for  the  $75,000.  He 
advised  placing  the  amount  in  the  budget  and  levying 
a  tax  at  once.

FIFTY-SEVENTH  MEETING. 


October  16th,  1914. 

The  Supervisors  of  Nassau  County  held  a  meeting  in 
their  chambers  in  the  Court  House  on  Friday,  October 
16th,  1914,  at  9:30  in  the  morning. 

Present — Supervisors  Christ,  Cocks  and  Smith — 3. 

Supervisor  Christ  in  the  Chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read,  and 
unanimously  approved. 

An  opinion  was  filed  by  Mr.  Neil  H.  Vandewater  of 
Mineola,  in  regard  to  the  application  of  the  Queens 
County  Water  Company  to  review  or  adjust  its  special 
franchise  assessments,  as  referred  to  him  by  resolution 
of  September  14th,  1914. 
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To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Nassau  County : 

Gentlemen — The  Queens  County  Water  Company,  having  made 
application  by  instituting-  certiorari  proceedings  to  review  the 
assessment  made  by  the  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners,  of  its 
special  franchise,  in  the  County  of  Nassau,  for  the  years  1900 
to  and  including  1911,  during  the  pendency  of  these  proceedings, 
has  made  application  to  your  Board  for  a  reduction  of  the  assessed 
valuation. 

It  appears  that  in  similar  proceedings  in  certiorari  the  Queens 
County  Water  Company  was  successful  in  its  attack  upon  the 
method  of  computing  the  assessed  value  of  its  special  franchise 
in  the  Borough  of  Queens,  and  obtained  a  favorable  petition  from 
the  Appellate  Division,  Third  Department,  by  which  a  plain  mle 
is  laid  down  by  this  court.  People  ex  rel  Queens  County  Water 
Company  vs.  the  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners,  157  A.  D.,  165. 
The  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners  are  now  bound  to  follow 
this  rule  in  making  similar  computations. 

As  a  result  of  this  decision,  I  am  told,  tliat  the  Queens  County 
Water  Company,  made  adjustments  with  the  City  of  New  York, 
for  the  years  1900  to  and  including  1911,  resulting  in  a  total  reduc- 
tion of  $993,534  in  the  assessed  value  of  its  special  franchise  in  the 
Borough  of  Queens.

I  have  been  unable  to  find  the  authority  by  which  the  State 
Board  of  Tax  Commissioners  computed  these  valuations. 


Under  the  ruling  the  Court,  in  the  Queens  County  Water  Com- 
pany case,  supra,  the  valuation  of  special  franchise  is  based  upon 
and  includes  two  things:  First:  The  value  of  the  franchise 
itself,  i.  e.  (the  intangible  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
mains  and  pipes  and  their  appurtenances  for  conducting  water,  in, 
under  and  through  any  of  the  streets,  highways  or  public  places). 
Second:  The  value  of  the  tangible  property  of  the  Company, 
situated  in,  upon  and  above  or  under  any  highway,  public  place 
or  public  waters,  in  connection  with  the  special  franchise. 


In  ascertaining  the  value  of  the  intangible  property  of  the 
franchise  proper,  the  prevailing  rule  seems  to  require,  as  stated  in 
the  Jamaica  Water  Company  case  in  196  N.  Y.,  39,  that  first  the 
gross  earnings  must  be  ascertained;  from  this,  the  operating 
expenses  must  be  deducted,  together  with  a  fair  and  reasonable 
return  of  that  part  of  the  capital  of  the  corporation  which  is 
invested  in  tangible  property.  The  prevailing  authority  seems  to 
allow  as  a  reasonable  return  of  the  capital  invested  in  tangible 
property  six  per  cent. 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  case  on  appeal  in  the  Queens 
Borough  case,  above  cited,  and  from  the  opinion  of  the  referee 
which  was  in  this  regard  confirmed  by  the  Appellate  Division,  the 
Queens  County  Water  Company  was  upheld  in  its  real  estate  hold- 
ings of  many  acres  of  land,  and  the  fair  and  reasonable  return  of 
six  per  cent,  results  in  an  amount,  which  when  deducted  from  the 
difference  between  the  gross  earnings  and  the  operating  expenses, 
shows  that,  the  special  franchise  had  no  value  during  any  of  the 
years  in  question. 

The  tangible  property  of  the  Company  (second  sub-division 
above),  I  have  been  informed  by  Mr.  Franklin  B.  Lord,  the  attor- 
ney of  the  years  in  (|uosti()n,  is  as  follows:

These  figures  are  supposed  to  show  the  actual  value  of  the 
Company's  property  comprising  the  second  sub-division  of  prop- 
erties assessable  as  part  of  the  special  franchise  value.  It  is 
the  contention  of  Mr.  Lord,  however,  that  the  property  in  Town 
of  Heraptead,  for  the  years  in  question,  was  not  assessed  at  its 
actual  value.

As  to  wliether  or  not  an  adjustment  upon  this  basis  is  reasonable 
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and  fair,  is  a  matter  for  your  Board  to  determine.  I  am  informed, 
liowever,  that  the  Queens  Borough  Gas  and  Electric  Company  settled 
their  certiorari  proceedings  for  the  years  1907,  1908  and  1909,  at 
35  per  cent.,  aiid  if  this  be  true,  I  do  not  deem  it  advisable  to  make 
an  adjustment  for  the  Queens  County  Water  Company  for  the  same 
years  on  a  lower  basis.  If  the  assessed  valuation  be  reduced  as  per 
Mr.  Lord's  proposal,  it  will  make  a  difference  of  $911,881  in  the  total 
assessed  valuations  for  the  years  in  question,  as  shown  in  the  fol- 
lowing items :

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  state,  that  I  deem  it  advisible  to  adjust  the 
certiorari  proceedings  instituted  by  the  Queens  County  AYater  Com- 
I^any,  for  the  reason  that  the  assessed  valuations,  i)laced  upon  its 
special  franchise  for  the  years  in  question,  have  not  been  computed 
according  to  the  rules  ])rescribed  by  the  Appellate  Courts.  It  must 
be  conceded  as  did  the  City  of  New  York,  in  its  adjustment,  that  the 
franchise  luis  no  intangible  value.  The  only  remaining  assessable 
properties  are  those  defined  in  the  second  sub-division  of  properties 
above  mentioned,  which  constitute  the  second  sub-division  of  assets 
against  wliicli  taxes  may  be  lexied  and  collected  against  the  franchise 
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of  a  water  company.  These  valuations,  I  believe,  have  been  carefully 
stated  by  Mr.  Lord,  in  his  communication  to  Supervisor  Smith,  and 
the  only  remaining  difficulty  is,  to  arrive  at  some  proper  ratio  of 
value  for  the  years  in  question.  This.  1  believe,  the  Board  is  in  a 
better  position  to  take  up  with  Mr.  Lord  or  some  representative  of 
the  Water  Company,  than  I. 

The  Boaid,  however,  not  being  a  party  to  the  certiorari  proceed- 
ings, is  not  in  a  position  to  make  a  reduction  or  settlement  with  the 
applicant.  All  adjustments  must  be  made  through  the  Attorney 
General,  acting  in  behalf  of  the  State  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners, 
But  if  the  Board  desires  to  adjust  the  matter,  I  believe  the  Attorney 
General  has  heretofore  adopted  the  suggestion  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors made  to  him  by  resolution,  in  which  it  may  state  the  figures 
upon  which  it  will  be  satisfied  to  settle. 

I  trust  that  I  have  answered  the  inquiries  concerning  this  applica- 
tion made  by  you  at  the  time  of  referring  this  matter  to  me  by  reso- 
lution adopted  by  your  Board.

nance to  be  kept  in  a  good  condition. 

The  petitioners  also  called  to  the  Board's  attention 
the  various  places  along  said  highway,  where  the  grade 
of  the  tracks  is  above  that  of  the  highway  without  pro- 
viding for  any  drainage  of  water.
